more ſolemnly rhen the 844587, upon which, we have made 
them not only to (it in Counſel, but to put inexecution all 
B deſigns 
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deſigns of bloud. Butthe main, and moſt materia!l thing we 
have made uſe of, was fptriteal! pride,your Majeſties 019 ac- 
quzintance, which we have infuſed into the mind of every 
Mecanique and Countrey Swaine,who will boldly now auder- 
rake to expound any Text of Scripture, New or Ol,dupon the 
warrantot their owne braines, and by the light of their own 
fires 3 Infomuch that we have made that Book which they 
call the Bible, that was ordained firſt for their Sa/vation, tobe 
the chiefeſt Inſtrument of their Damnation VVYe have 
brought theſe Exotic words, Plandering and S'orming, which 
were never known among them before, and chat once abomi- 
nable word, Exciſe,to be now familiar among them, they arc 
made al! three free Denizons, and legitimatcd among them 3 
VVe have raiv'd an Army of the dreggs of the people,though 
of precious ſtuffe to your Majeſty, and fo puft-d chem with 
the pride of their g094 ſuccefles,an4 fo le{h'd them in Bloud, 
that they are no moretenderof a mans or womans life then 
they arcof a dog or a cats; We have made thoſe that carne Pe- 
ririoners f:r Peace 10 be marihered, and thoſe that came for 
VVar to be thanked and haggea; VVe have reduced them ro 
ſuch {livery as to make the very countenances of men to be 
commented upon,2nd their very thoughts tobe plundred;zWe 
have madethe mother to betray her ch1!d, the child the father, 
the hnsband his wife,rhe ſervant his maſterz VVe have broughe 
a perfet tyranny or» their very ſoules and bodzes; uponthe one, 
by redious and end'efſ: impriſonment, with the forfeiture of 
all their livelihoods before conviction or charge 3 vpon the 
other, by forcing them ro ſwallow contraditory Oaths. On 
that fooliſh ſuperſtitious day call d Chriftmas, with other Fe- 
ſtivalls, we have brovghe them to ſhut vptheir Churches,and 
open their 1a7p3, fo char in time they will forget the ve- 
ry memory of their Swiours Incarnation ; We have brought 
them to have as lirtle reverence of their Temples as of their 
Tap- houſes, and t9 ho'd the Churct to be but a Charnell-houſe

their two Seminaries of Learning, and ſet in their room grafts 
of our own choice. And Sir, your precious children, andour 
deare brethren,the Angels of the Army,bave comported them- 
ſelves notably for the improvement of your Majcſties ſervice 
inall theſe rhings, intowhom we have iafus'd ſoch principles 
that Meachravillhiimfelt were he alive there,would be accounted 
a Baby in _ of them, Among divers other wholſome 
maximes, we have inſtill'd this ihto rheir braines, that Filla-

rifle the Monuments of the Dead, to rob the Lazaretto, to 
ftripthe Orphane and Widow,to violate and pillage all things 
that were dedicatcd ro God ; We have made them wreek their 
revenge npon the very vegetables, tomake ſocks of Surplices, 
to watct their beaſts at the Fort, to feed rhem on the Commus-

of the ſame puniſhments, becauſe they had conſpired vpon 
earth to dethrone their lawfull King 3 Not far further I mighe 
eſpic glowing fiery tubs made Pulpit like, and [ was to'd they 
were prepared for thoſe profancand preſumptuous Mec:nicks 
and other Lay men,who uſe ro preach in Londen, and abuſe the 
Sacred Orac'cs of God 3 and Yzzt was rot far off tormented 
there for being ſo bold with the A-ke; A little ri:ercabouts I 
ſw hoopes ot Iron were made Garter-like, of hot g'owing 
ſtcele,theſe I was told were delignced for thoſe perjureIKnights 
of Sr George in England, towecare upon their !ezs, when rhey 
come thirier for breaking in the late war tar ſolemn Oath 
they hid raken at rheir inſtalement, to defend the honour and 
quarrells, the rights and dignities of their Soveraienez A littie 
diftant | might ſcedivers braflec hoopes glowing with fire,and 
they were ſcarfe-like, I was told they were ordained for thoſe 
Knights of the Bath toweare for Ribbands next their $skins 
when they came thicher, for infringing that Sacred Oath they 
made at their Eletion, which was, Ts love their Soveraiene 
above all Ewthly creatures, and for bis right and dignity to live 
and dit, A little beyond I ſaw a Copper Table,with Chaires of 
the ſame, all candent hot, I was told tho'e were for perjured 
Engliſh privy Concellors, whohad bro.k their Oathto- the 
King,which they took to be true and faithful ſervantiunto Him, 
and: f they knew or wnderſlood any manner of thing tobeattempted, 
done, or ſpoken againſt His Majeſties Pirſon, Hononr, Crown, or 
Digzity, they ſwore ts let and withſtand the ſameta the wttermoſi 
of their power, and cauſe it to be revealed, either to bimſelf, or any 
ether of his Privy Councell ; Some few paces off I might deſcry 
a little 70wnd place like a Porters Lodgeat Court with a Fane

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onthe top of it, where was a new kind of exquiſite torment

thirhcr,for being ſo perfidious and fo perjurious to his Maſter, 
I asked whether tl ere were any other infernall tortures beſides 
fire, yes | was anſwered, for to ſpeake of fireto a people habi- 
tuated to a cold clime, were not only to make them to flight 
Hell, bat to invite them to come to it ; So my Spirit brought 
me Northvrard a little, and ſhew'd me a huge lough, where 
thcre were froſted mountaines up and down, and I might diſco- 
ver among them a world of Blewcaps lying in beds of Ice with 
their noſes and toes nipt, the iceſicles ſtucke to their fingers 
ends like hornes, anda bleak hispid wind blew inceſſantly up- 
on them, they made the moſt pitious noiſ: that me thoug!:e 
I beard in all Hellz for they wawld, ſcreechd, and howld out 
ever and anonethis notc, Wes & me, wea i methat ever I betrayd 
my gid King. 

Among all theſe damned ſoules, I defired to ce what pu- 
aiſhment an Atheiſt had : my Spirit anſwered me,there were 
no Athieſts in Hel at all, they were fo on earth before they 
came hither, and herethey ſenlibly find and acknowledge there 
is a GoJ by his 1aſtice and ladgement : For there is here pens 
ſenſus, and pena dani; the outward torments you behold is not 
ſo grievous as the inferiour regrets and agonics the ſoules have 
to have ioſt Heaven, whereof they were once capable,and to be 
eternally forſaken by their Creatorz adde hereunto that they 
know theſe torments to be endlefle, caſc!efſe, and remedileſle :

beare them. I ſaw that everlaſting Yi/laine who committed 
the firſt Sacrilege we read of, by burning Diaves Temple, 
ard his rorments were 2s freſh and violent upon him as 
they were the firſt day he was thrown in thither 3 /udas 
was in the ſame degree and ſtrength of torture as the firlt 
moment he fell thigher; [ack Cade, Wat Tyler lack Straw. Kt 
the T anner did fry there as freſh as r':cy did rhat inſtant 
they were caſt thither : Amongſt whom it made my heart 
to melt within me to ſee ſome of their new-com'd Coun- 
treymen amongſt them , whereot I knew divers : And 
though Society uſerh to be, ſome ſolace ro men tn milery, 
yet they conceived no comfort at all by rheſe freth com. 
panions. 

It is high time for us now ſaid my good _ An- 
cell ro be gone to the other world, ſo we direQed our 
courſe towards the Ferry upon Styx 3 Lord,whar varitics 
cf lurid, and ugly ſqualid countenances did I bchold as 
 r afſed!
